CHAPTEE 1. 


GENERAL AND POLITICAL. 


_ PHYSICAL ASPECTS. 


As has been previously remarked this State has been called 
after its capital aud the latter has taken its 

SITCTATION. ^ 

name from the Sarnua Hill, on the Western 

slope of which it stands 

It is situated in the west of Rajputana between 24°.20" and 
25Mr' North Latitude and 72M6" and 73M0" East Longitude and is 
.. bounded on the North, North East and West by Marwar, on the East 
by Mewar, Idar and Danta and on the South and South West by 
Palanpur. The extreme length from North to South is about 64 miles 
and the extreme breadth from East to West is about 50 miles. 

The country though fairly open is mostly covered by hills and 
mountains, the chief of whic^ is the well known Mount Abu, the 
highest peak of which (Gurushikhar) rises 5,650 ft. above sea level. 
Next to Mount Abu are the Aravalli Hills, between which and the 
Abu Sirohi range is the narrow valley through which runs the‘B. B. & 
C. I. Rly. 

There is no perennial river in the State, The Western Banas, 
which is the only important river, flows during the greater part of the 
yeai’. It takes its origin from the Sarnua Hills near Baida and Sonwara. 
It flows for 10 miles in a South Westerly direction as far as Jharoli 
(near Pindwara) and then turning South West continues its course for 
another 40 miles 'through" the valley between Mount Abu and the 
Aravalli Hills until it enters Palanpur territory to lose itself ultimately 
in the- RunU' of ^Cutph. Ther ar^. several - other streanas in the country 
but they run dry immediately after the rains, have ceased. 

, . HISTORY. 

"Sirohi" as Colonel Malleson rightly remarks, “is the one 
domain ini-^Rajputalia wH<?h .maintained its independence, acknowledg- 
ing the suzerainty of neither Mogul, Rathor, nor Marhata.” Claiming 
common descent from the herpes of the Mahabharat, the princely 
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house of Sirohi is an offshoot of the same branch, Chauhan, to which 
the last Hindu Emperor of India belonged. Historic pride clings to 
masses as much as to individuals, conducting to honourable pride when 
rightly felt, and to none can it therefore cling more firmly than to 
‘the magnificently stubborn Deora’, the particular sect of theChauhans 
who have ruled over Sirohi during the past six centuries, 

Lumbha was the founder of the Chauhan Deora rule on Abu, 
now known as the Sirohi Raj, In the time of Deoraj’s immediate 
successors, the Chauhans were engaged in constant struggles with the 
Farmers, or Ponwars, (who held the greater part of the country now 
called Sirohi), and eventually vanquished them, capturing first Chandra* 
vati, in or about 1303 A. D., and subsequently Abu and Achalgadh. 
The present town of Sirohi was founded in 1425 by Eao Sains Mai, 
who extended his dominions by driving the Solankis from the tract 
known as Mai Magra in the north. The first relations between Sirohi 
and the British Government took place in 1823 A. D. when a treaty 
was concluded with the British Government. 

The Present Ruler . 

His Highness Maharajadhiraj Maharao Shri Sir Sarup R m 
Singhji Saheb Bahadur, G. C. I. E., K. C. S. 1 , was born on the 27ih 
September 1888 A D. and has attained his blst year. He has got all 
the powers of a First Class Ruling Prince and is entitled to a salute 
of 15 guns, and a return visit by the Viceroy. Prior to His Highness' 
accession to the Gadi on the 29th April 1920, he had conducted the 
Administration of the State as Musahib Ala for ten years. 

His Highness has been married, 

( 1 ) to the youngest daughter of His Highness the present 
Maharao of Cutch-Bhuj, 

(2) to the sister of His Highness the Maharaja of Ratlam, 

who has since died, 

( 3 ) to a daughter of the Thakur Saheb of Kuwar in 
Gujerat, and 

( 4 ) to the daughter of the Thakur Saheb of Junia in the 
Ajmer Dist. 

Ruling families of note connected with Sirohi are those of 
Bundi and Kotah. Marriages have taken place . in recent times with 
the. Kachhawaha family of Jaipur, the. Kathor families of Jodhpur and 



Kishangarh. the Jadon families of Karauli and Jaisalmer the Sisodia 
families of Dungarpur and Banswara and Jadeja families of Cutch 
and Navanaga;. 

General. 

The area of the State is 1964 square miles and the population 
according to the census of 1931 A. D. is 2, 16, 
persons consisting of 1, 11, 675 mules and 
1, 04, 853 females, of whom 1, 93, 779 are 
Hindus, 15, 508 Jains, 6538 Musalmans, 534 Christians 115 Parsis 
and 54 of other religions. The average revenue of the State is 
10 lakhs. 


The B. B & C. 1. R. runs through the Eastern part of the 
State from Maval to Keshavganj for a length 
of about 40 miles with the following stations 

in this State’* limits: —

hilly portion have been made to build a pakka road. A Motrr Ser\ice 
runs between the capital and the Railway Station. All the other 
impoitant centres of the State with their neighbouring villages are 
also easily approchable owing to bu -es regularly plying between them 
and the capital. 

There are combined Post and Telegraph Offices at Sirohi, 
Erinpura and Abu Rjad and post offices at 
Kalandi'i, Jawal, Sildar, Mandar, Reodar, Ana- 
dra, Rohera, Pindwara'and Padiv.

Nyaya Ratna Lallubhai Desai continued to be tho Revenue 
Commissioner throughout the year ui:der report.

The total number of villages is 515 of vhich 423 are populated 
and the rest deserted. Of these 224 are Khalsa, 233 Jagir, 25 Devasthan, 
8 Dharmada and 25 Sasau Muafl.’ 

The villages of this State are grouped in 15 Tehsils each of 
which is under the charge of a Tehsildar, vho discharges Revenue as 
well as judicial functions and as such he is directly subordinate to the 
Revenue Commissioner in his former capacity and to the District 
Magistrate of the Division with respect to the latter. 

In the - latter part of the year, the monsoon having failed

cultivators to buy bullocks etc. In addition to 
this a sum of Rs. 2,910/- was spent on supplying grains to the needy and 
Rs. 2000/- were sanctioned for sinking of Kachha wells. 

The monsoon of last year ha ing been generally normal, Rabi 
and Kharif crops were also normal.

The general condition of cattle remained satisfactory throughout 
the year. The prices of food- stuffs remained normal and demand for 
labour having been fair, the rates of wages were also normal Due to 
unsatisfaeloiy monsoon there was great demand for fodder and grain. 
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Steps were taken to meet the' situation by exempting from texa^on one- 
third of the area under fodder crops of ‘Lila’ in arath lands Cheap gram 
shops were opened at Sirohi and Sheoganj. Funds' were made available to 
encourage sinking of new wells, deepening old ones etc. 


Total number of wells during the year under report was 5,9-36 
including Teds out of which 4315 were working. 
Sanction of Rs. 26,985/- for sinking 14 new 
wells and deepening and repairing 129 already existing was also accorded. 
In addition to this, 19 more wells having an area of 571 B — 9B under 
cultivation were sanctioned to be sunk and built on chhutmel system. 


Since the settlement operations efforts are being made to bring 
BiQHon homo to the cultivators the advantages o£ the 

modern Bighoti system which are slowly bear- 
ing fruits.

Vaidya Ratna Dr. R. D. Shirali, L. M. & 8., continued to be 
in charge of the Medical Department till the 8th of June, 1939, ^vhen 
he retired on pension. Dr. R. H. Desai. M. B. B. S., was appointed 
Chief Medical Officer in his place. 

During the year under report, two more dispensaries one at 
Sarupganj and the other at Paldi were opened, thus increasing the 
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total number of District Dispensaries to six, in addition to the Crosth- 
waite Hospital and Zanana Hospital at the Capital. 

During the year under report 88854 outdoor and 4S4 indoor 
patients were treated in hospitals and dispensaries of Sirohi State as 
against 76,773 outdoor and 534 indoor patients treated during the 
preceding year. 

Crosthwaite Hospital .

Mandar. Secondly, in view of the growing stress laid on rui’al reconstruct 
ion, three Grassia schools were transferred to the Revenue Department 
from the beginning of the year. 


To ensure an up-to-date standard of efficiency Mr. Ganpat Singh 
Rathor, Organising Secretary completed in 
ASSOCIATION. Bombay practical course of Wood Bedge, and 

Mr. M. N. Zutshi, State Scout Commissioner 
attended at Dewas (Senior) the course for Commissioners organised for 
the first lime in Central India and Rajputana. During the year the 
number of Scouts and Cubs rose to 398 showing an increase of 78*6 
percent over the last year’s figure. The number of Scouters also 
increased to 14 from 11. Of the annual grant of Rs. 500/-, Rs. 265/- 
was distributed among 5 schools for scouting acti^dties and Rs. 235/- 
spent on the maintenance of the Association.

Second Section of class IX was opened in Jidy last, thus with

With the .addition of a teacher necessary for the new section, 
the staff consisted of 23 leachers of • which 5 are graduates and 2 
post-graduates Of the 12 boys who sat for the High School Examina- 
tion 11 passed and the twelfth who failed in drawing only was declared 
eligible for the Compartmental Examination in it alone, giving a pass 
per-centage of ,91'6 against 73*3 of the last year. Of these, 7 were placed 
in second division and 4 in third. 


II. Mofussil Darbar A. Y. Schools . 

1. Darbar A. V. Middle School, Abu Road. 

With the opening of class VIII in July la.st, another mile -stone 
in the development of the school was reached; it became fully fledged 
middle school. The number of scholars rose to 208 from 192 of the 
last year showing an increase of 8. 3 per ‘cent. 

2. Daibar A. V. School, Pindwara. 

With the confidence of the people restored in the utihty of the 
institution the number of scholars rose to 137 from 54 of the preceding 
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year. To meet the growing numbers an additional teaclier was appoint- 
ed and the construction of a new State baildiug likely to cost about 
lls. 4,0C0/- was sanctioned.

To handle class VI 
reopened in July last after G years a matriculate teacher was appointed.

The number 
of its scholars increased by 10* 9 per cent. 

2. Darbar Girls’ School Sirohi . 

It made a quite satisfactory progress both in its numbers and 
the quality of its results. 

3. D. V. School Erinpura. 

The number of Scholars went down to 34 omng to the opening 
of a primary school at Sheoganj. 

IV. Knral and Grassia Schools . 

Previous to this year there were only 3 Grassia schools and 
one Pathshala controlled by the State and they were in charge of the 
Education Department. But since 1938-39 they were transferred to the 
Revenue Department as stated above. Besides this, sanction was 
accorded for opening of nine Grassia and nine Rural schools. Out of 
these, two Grassia schools were not started, as the children of the 
Grassias did not come forward to take its advantage due to the year 
of scarcity. The schooljS at Gadhkhejda, for which sanction was accorded 
was cancelled as the public of the village refused to send their 
children to the school. Out of the nine Rural schools two were not 
started, (One at Mandar and the other at Kiverli) the one due to the 
lack of housing arrangement, as the public were not prepared to spare 
a Dharamshala or such other building as done in most of the other 
villages; and the other at Kiverli, the Jagirdar having refused to pay 
the 10% expenses for the school.
